BUILDING FOR DEMOCRACY 


(From The National Equity News.) 


If -anyone anticipated the. fat 


pickings of a land boom and an op- 
portunity to engage in profitable 
speculation from the early intima- 
tions ofa federal land policy for re- 
turning soldiers, the actual program 
proposed by Secretary Lane will 
prove a sad, sad shock. 
If there 


wercs uch persons, it is more than 
probable that somp carefully camou- 
flaged opposition will develop ere 
long. 
Secretary Lnne is working on a 


fundamental proposition which he 
expresses as follows: 


"One feature should be incor- 


porated in any such schemes of land 
development—the acreage -should be 
limited to that which will be suf- 
ficient to reasonably support a fam- 
ily. 
Revolutions come from grtat 


land holdings, and it should be the 
first policy of nationand the states 
to discourage In every way possible 
the gathering into one hand ora few 
hands large Bodies of land. This is 
politically wise, socially and econom- 
ically adviiable.' The spirit of de- 
mgocracy does r.ot thrive where men 
live without the hope of land owner- 
ship. 
There-is something peculiar- 


ly subtle in the feeling that a bit 
of the soil is one's own. It makes 
for a strangth, higher citizenship. 
It gives birth to layalties that are 
essential to national life and to a 
healthy home life." 


To prevent concentration of land 


in the hands of speculators, Mr. 
Lane suggests that'the small farm 
"should

to 


anyone holding any. equally large 
tract of land in the same state. 
To prevent "slacker acres," he sug- 
gests that the owner might be .re- 
quired to live on the land for five 
years before gaining sufficient title 
to make any transfer, and that, un- 
til final payment is' made, continued 
Blacking might'be; prevented; by rer 
serving the right'to thegovernment 
to require idle land by returning the 
payments made by the .settler.
